EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 17 
and 18 directed to a method non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 17 and 
18 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 and19-32 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 -5, 1 2-1 6, and 1 9-32, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest, 
in combination with other limitations in the claims, an actuator configured to be directly 
contacted by a user in a first and second mode, the actuator in the first mode configured 
to cause deployment of the inner and outer member, wherein a pulling force acting on a 
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filament causes the actuator to move relative to the housing to be set into the second 
mode, and wherein in the second mode, movement of the actuator relative to the 
housing or separate operation of the actuator causes tamping of the outer member. 

Regarding claims 6-8, the prior art fails to disclose in combination with the other 
limitations recited in the claims, a cam and compressible spring arranged to perform the 
functions recited. 

Regarding claims 9-1 1 , the prior art fails to disclose in combination with the other 
limitations recited in the claims, the connection between the filament and slider as 
recited to perform the functions recited.
